1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 17-28, 33 and 37-45 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest replacing the fluid flow paths (29, 41, 42, 43) of the reference of Halliburton (US 
2,609,878) with "a rapidly, exchangeable microtiter plate" or a block of material with a plurality 
of through-holes (microcosms) wherein the holes are configured to allow fluid to flow from an 
inlet end to an outlet end while retaining microorganisms within the microcosms defined by the 
plate.
